TILDEN’S CROWD. 
CONFUSION AND TURMOIL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triduna 

Srracuse, N. Y., April 2.—At twenty 
minutes past 19 o’clock to-day the Tilden or 
regular Democratic Convention assembled in 
Wieting’s Opera-House. No one was admit- 
ted to the hall without a ticket, and a ticket 
was difficult to obtain. Consequently the at- 
tendance was not as large as it would other- 
wise have been. The Opera-House was only 
comfortably filled. Gen. Lester B. Faulkner 
called the Convention to order, and made the 
introductory address. He referred to the at- 
tempt of Kelly fall to contro! the Conven- 
tion by Robinson, and denouncing 
it, and the methods of Tammany. This 
speech was greeted with mingled applause 
and hissing. The honest Democrats would 
not sacrifice principle to tempt success. Not 
that they wanted to retain in office a man 
who was tired of it, but to maintain and per- 
petuate the victory of 1876. Hayes was not 
elected by the people, but by a majority of 
one in a tribunal unknown to the Constitu- 
tion. He called it political assasination, and 
denounced President Hayes in unmeasured 
terms, calling the Electoral Commission a 
nefarious scheme. The name of Samuel J. 
Tilden called forth some applause and | 
a loud hiss. He would rather forego 
the honor of being President than plunge 
the country into a civil war. The speaker 
proceeded to eulogize Mr. Tilden. [A voice: 
„He's a coward.”] Mr. Faulkner kept on in 
this vein amid 

CRIES OF “DRY UP.” 

Whether he will again accept an invitation 
to official toil or not, the speaker was not in- 
formed. The instructions to the Cincinnati 
delegation should not take the form of a de- 
mand, but should reflect the undivided senti- 
ment of the party of the State. He read a 
quotation from a declaration from Tilden’s 
speech four years ago, hoping that Tammany 
would return to the Convention of that year 
and support the nominees and policy of the 
party. 

At the conclusion of his remarks, Gen. 
Faulkner suggested for Temporary Chair- 
man of the Convention the Hon. John C. 
Jacobs, of Kings, and for Recording Secre- 
taries Charles H. Truax of New York, T. J. 
Clark of Jefferson, and W. W. Nichols of 
Allegany. The nominations were ratified 
by the Convention. 

Mr. Jacobs was greeted with applause, and 
proceeded to make a speech, in which he 
said that Tilden was elected four years ago 
by a majority so large that no honest man 
had ever questioned it, though another 
occupied the Presidential Chair. He 
commended the patriotism of the 
Democratic party in submitting 
peacefully, and then urged that in the future 
the Democracy must be harmonious and 
united if they were to win. The remarks 
caused very little enthusiasm. Mr. Hender- 
son, of Cattaraugus, moved the appointment 
of a Committee on Permanent Organization 
consisting of one from each Congressional 
district. The resolution was handed up to 
the table, but went no further. The Chair 
ordered the roll-call as prepared by the State 
Committee. 

WHEN NEW YORK WAS REACHED. 

by the Secretary, Mr. Frank Dupignac, of 
the Ninth District, who occupled a seat in the 
parquet, arose, and, having been recog- 
nized, presented a bundle of credentials, 
which he said were those of the regularly- 
elected delegates for New York. He said he 
was the only one of the number who had 
been fortunate enough to get upon the floor. 
Mr. Dupignac moved the recognition of the 
delegates represented by him. The Chair 
ruled the motion out of order, but said he 
would present the papers to the Committee 
on Contested Seats when appointed. Five 
districts appeared to be contested. 

At this point the battle began. Mr. Hill, 
of Chemung, offered a resolution that a com- 
mittee be appointed on contested seats, con- 
sisting of one from each Congressional Dis- 
trict. ay

Mr. Ruger, of Onond@ga, was recognized 
by the Chair, and delivered an eloquent 
speech, opposing Mr. 8 motion, which he 
said was contrary to e principle of jus- 
tice. If they desired it was neces- 
sary to exercise every care to organize this 
Convention so as to reflect the sentiment of 
the people. If they did hot they would have 
no more influence than any Board of Super- 
visors. Every Convention must aet for itself, 
No State Committee has the right to say who 
shall have seats in this Convention. The 
State Committee had upon the roll 
the names of men who 

REPRESENTED NO CONSTITUENCIES 
whatever. Delegates must prove their title 
to seats before they could claim them. As 
the roll of this Convention had been made up 
by a usurping State Convention, a good many 
delegates had questioned whether they would 
come into the Convention at all. If an injus- 
tice was to be perpetrated, then this Conven- 
tion had no authority from the people of this 
State but that of aself-constituted State Com- 
mittee. Referring to the Third District of 
Onondaga County he said that men had been 
placed in seats here who could not be elected 
delegates from any town in the county. Pro- 
longed applause greeted Mr. Ruger, who is 
anti-Tilden. 

Gen. Faulkner and Col. Fellows, of New 
York, both arose and competed for the eye 
of the Chairman. The Convenfion was up- 
roarious for some minutesin the midst of 
cheers for Mr. Ruger and Horatio Seymour 
and hisses for Faulkner and Fellows. 

QUIET BEING RESTORED, 
Gen. Faulkner was recognized. He spoke in 
favor of the original résolution before the 
Convention. He said that in 1877 the gentle- 
man from Onondaga supported a resolution 
exactly similar in character, 

Mr. Ruger asked the privilege of the floor 
a moment. ! 

Mr. Faulkner refused to give way. Con- 
tinuing, he said every delegate on the roll 
had a right to the floor until he had been dis- 
franchised by the Committee on Contested 
Seats.

KELLY’S CROWD. 
ON HAND IN FULL FORCE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Synacusz, N. T., April 20.—Shortly after 
8 o’clock this morning a special train from 
New York, consisting of fifteen Wagner 
sleeping coaches halted in Vanderbilt 
Square, and there alighted the Hon. John 
Kelly and 500 members of Tammany Hall 
and their sympathizers, who came for the 
purpose of participating in the deliberations 
of the Democratic State Convention called to 
assemble in this city by Nathaniel C. Moak, 
Chairman of what is known as the Kelly 
Democratic State Committee. One of the 
cars bore a long strip of muslin on which 
was printed in bold black letters, “Tam- 
many Hall Special.” The party was met 
by an imm crowd, and a great 
deal of enthusiasm was shown. Fach 
man belonging to the Kelly party wore a big 
blue badge with an inscription announcing 
that the wearer was a Tammany delegate, 

The Convention} assembled in Shakspeare 
Hall at 12 o’clock. The stage was decorated 
with American flags, and portraits of the 
Hon. John Kelly were suspended in the rear 
of the Speaker’s chair. At half-past 12 
o’clock John B. Haskins,} of New York, in 
the absence of Mr. Moak, called the Conven- 
tion to order. The lower floor of the hall 
was filled, and the galleries contained 
a large number of observers. Mr. Haskins 
nominated the Hon. William Dorsheimer for 
Temporary Chairman, and appointed the Hon. 
John Kelly, of New York, and the Hon. 
Erastus Corning, of Albany, a committee to 
conduct Mr. Dorsheimer to the chair. En- 
thusiastic cheers greeted these gentlemen as 
they Ascended the platform together. P. W. 
Rhoades of New York, R. M. Skeets of 


| Niagara, and J. J. Martin of New York were 


made Secretaries. 
MR. DORSHEIMER SAID

THE PROHIBITIONISTS.

Boston, Mass., April 20.—The State Pro- 
hibitory Convention to choose delegates to 
the National Prohibitory Convention was 
held to-day.

GEN. GRANT AND THE SOUTHERN VOTE. 

The Houston (Tex.) Hvening Age pub- 
lishes a significant article over the signature 
of Texas Delegates to the Chicago Conven- 
tion.“ It is very evident that this communi- 
cation, which is addressed to Gen. Grant, 
was not written by the Texas delegates to 
fhe Chicago Convention, nor by any one of 
them. The article is a burlesque, so far as it 
purports to represent any Republicans in 
Texas; but many a true word has been 
spoken in jest, and if the Texas delegates 
had sought to give expression to the actual 
situation of political affairs in their State 
and in other Southern States, they could not 
have spoken more truthfully nor more 
pertinently than does the article in question.

The absolute accuracy of this statement, so 
far as Electoral votes go, cannot be doubted 
by any one who will take the trouble to cast 
the most cursory glance over the political sit- 
uation in the South. Texas can and probably 
will give Gen. Grant sixteen votes in the Chi- 
cago Convention, but there is not the most 
remote possibility that he can receive the 
Electoral vote of that State. In 1876 Texas 
gavé Tilden 60,000 majority over Hayes. In 
1878 the Democrats elected their Governor by 
80,000 majority over the Republicans and 
Greenbackers combined. What is true of 
Texas is equally true of the other Southern 
States. If Gen. Grant should carry the Solid 
South for the Chicaga Convention he would 
receive 276 votes for the nomination from a 
section which would cast 188 Electoral votes 
against him. The popular majority against 
Hayes in the Southern States (excluding 
Louisiana, South Carolina, and Florida) was 
more than 500,000 votes in 1876. The Demo- 
cratic majority in Louisiana last year was 27,- 
838. There was no opposition to the Democrats 
in South Carolina in 1878 The political di- 
vision of Florida is represented in the Legis- 
lature by more than two Democrats for every 
Republican member. There is but one Re 
publican among the thirty-two United States 
Senators from the Southern States, and he 
(Kellogg) holds over from the disputed elec- 
tion of 1876. There are but four Republicans 
among the 106 members which the South 
sends to the National House of Representa- 
tives. The case is hopeless.

When young Mr. Douglas promises Southern 
Electoral votes for Grant in a general and 
utterly reckless fashion, he has no facts, no 
probabilities, no hopes to back up the pre- 
diction. When sucha promise is reéchoed 
by men like Messrs. Logan and Storrs, they 
must be conscious of the palpable deception. 
Where are the Southern votes to come from ? 
What recent event in the politics of the 
South warrants the promise? As the gen- 
tlemen from Texas are reported as saying.to 
Gen. Grant, the Solid South“ may give him 
the nomination, but it is to the “Solid 
North” that he or any other Republican 
must look for an election. If that is the 
actual situation, as all the facts and indications 
imply, then why obscure it? If Republican 
success actually depends upon the Electoral 
votes of the North, is it reasonable to antag- 
onize any part of the Northern sentiment 
through the agency of an impotent Repub- 
lican minority in the South? What is to be 
gained by such a course? In the ordinary 
affairs of life, prudent men take a risk only 
with the hope and prospect of gain. When 
the third-termers urge the Southern vote as 
the most potent reason why Gen. Grant 
should be nominated, they ask the Repub- 
lican party to risk the disaffection at the 
North which will grow out of the opposi- 
tion to a third term without the smallest 
prospect of a recompense from any quarter. 

It is useless to go over aguin in detail the 
loss of the Southern States to the Republican 
party under the Administration of Gen. 
Grant, and at a time when all the patronage 
and influence of Government, both National 
and local, were favorable to the Republicans. 
It is sufficient to say that every Southern 
State passed into the hands of the Democrats 
while Gen. Grant was at the head of the 
Government, except Louisiana, South Oaro- 
lina, and Florida, and these three were saved 
to Hayes by the State Returning Boards, 
which were then in the hands of the Repub- 
licans. Whether the action of these Return- 
ing Boards was honest or dishonest, fair or 
unfair (a question that is still disputed by 
Democrate and Republicans), all will agree 
that it was thelr power which finally gave 
the Electoral Votes to Hayes. The same 
power remains, with the important difference 
that it is now in the hands of the Democrats 
as completely as it was then in the hands of 
the Republicans.

The American Iron 
Association has lately withdrawn its pension, 
not considering the St. Louis establishment 
in any way a rival, and the attempt to revive 
the industry seems to be a failure. 

In the meantime the manufacture of iron 
and steel in Chicago has assumed vast pro- 
portions. The old works and grounds prov- 
ing no longer adequate, the Chicago mills 
have begun the erection of a new works 
upon a site which, of itself, will equal 
the limits of an ordinary Missouri 
town. As rapidly as abundant means 
can accomplish it, the business of 
iron and steel manufacturing in this city 
will have proportions equaling those of any 
other fron centre in the United States. Its 
location here, at the great distributing centre, 
will make our iron and steel industry inde- 
pendent of all other manufacturing points in 
the country. * 

The iron and steel manufacturers of Chi- 
caro will be dependent on no others. They 
will wine their own ore, control their own 
fleets, manufacture their own pig, and com- 
mand any and every department of their own 
industry. From Chicago they have cheap 
water navigation in every direction, and ex- 
tending to the vast territorial area which 
embraces a market equal to one-half. the 
United States. 

In the meantime our sympathies are strong 
for St. Louis, and we fully appreciate the 
embarrassment of that Convention. It is un- 
fortunate that the Vulcan Works should close 
just during the session, and that no onein 
St. Louis will give away his land as an in- 
ducement to manufacturers who do not feel 
warranted in paying out money for it in that 
city.

THE FOOL’S ERRAND AT WEST POINT. 
The spectacie presented by the trial of 

Cadet Whittaker is one of the most humill- 

ating ever witnessed by the American people, 

In the military school of the country—an in- 

stitution whose pupils are all clothed, fed, 

and provided with instruction at the public 
expense,—a cadet is found bound hand and 
foot and brutally mutilated. There is an 
outcry, and the cOmmandant summons the 
whole body of cadets before him and charges 
them on their honor to state whether they 
know anything of theoutrage. Each answers 
on his honor that he knows nothing; where- 
upon the conclusion is immediately reached 
that the unfortunate eadet is guilty of having 
bound and mutilated himself! So genéral 
is this opinion among officers and pupils 
that the poor wounded wretch is forced to 
ask for a Court of Inquiry. And when the 
Court is convened the country is impressed 
with the mortifying consciousness of an 
effort on the part of everybody connected 
with the investigation to render the sub- 
ject of it forever infamous. So evidently 
prejudiced are the officers of the institution 
that the Secretary of War is compelled to 
send a civilian to the defense of Whittaker; 

and when, in obedience to the request of a 

Cabinet officer and the officer of the Govern- 

ment, a venerable and distinguished man ap- 

pears in the military court, he is insulted by 
the Recorder, and compelled, as it were, to 
fight his way to the side of his client! 

Well, who and what is this mutilated 
endet? A young than of blameless charac- 
ter and stainless reputation! A young man 
selected by the President to be educated, 
with hundréds of others, at the public ex- 
pense,~-educated in the art of war, and to be 
charged with the duty of upholding the 
American flag and défending the liberties of 
the people, if need be, on the field of battle! 
Doubtless the young man when he entered 
the Academy thought he saw opening before 
him a splendid cafeer. Admitted to the 
Nation’s military school, nearly as old 
as the Government, and rejoicing in

With what 
satisfaction he must have recalled the words 
of the great Lincoln: “And then there will 


steady eye, and well-polsed bayonet, they 
have helped mankind on to this great con- 
summation.” Doubtless his dusky face 
glowed with the fire of enthusiasm at the 
thought that he might lead in the next great 
contest, while his fathers could at best 
only follow in the last. But from these 
musings he had a rude « awakening? 
Seized in the privacy of his own 
room, gagged, bound, and horribly muti 
lated, and all this at the hands of fellow- 
students, fellow-pensioners upon the bounty 
of the Government his fathers and their 
fathers had fought side by side to preserve. 
What a revelation of brutality. of malignity, 
of savagery, of prejudice, of meannéss, and 
of cowardice! Still he could appeal to the 
officers of the institution, his teachers, his 
moral guides,—the sworn officers and paid 
servants of the great Government of the 
United States. They would redress his 
wrongs and punish the cravens who had 
stolen upon him like thieves and robbers, 
animated with thé spirit of assasination! 
But it did not require much time to dispel 
this last illusion. The faree of receiving the 
solemn denial “upon honor” of each cadet 
consumed but little time. The poor mutilated 
wretch speedily found himself in the crimi- 
nal’s dock, on trial charged with having tied 
himself and cut his on ears off! The story of 
poor Whittaker is a fit sequel to the “ Fool’s 
Errand, by One of the Fools.” The fool 
fondly believed that the great Government of 
the Nation could protect him at the South as 
wellas at the North; he lived to see that 
Government scorned, mocked, despised, and 


practically seized and controlled by the very 


men who were whipped and captured as 
prisoners at Appomattox. Whittaker never 
doubted that in a school of war, established 
and sustained by the Government, he would, 
it not nurtured and petted, at least be pro- 
tected from insult and outrage; he has been 
socially ostracised by all his fellow-students, 
treated with scorn, loathing, and contempt 
by most of them, and with cold civility only 
by his teachers, and finally been made the 
victim of a ruffianly assault and eruel mutila- 


tion, followed by the monstrous charge that. 


it was self-inflicted. | 
We venture to say that the history of 
civilized governments furnishés no parallel 
to the infamy which the officers of the Acad- 
emy are seeking to transfer from the institu- 
tion to the subject of it. The evident at- 
tempt to shield the guilty parties covers West 
Point with disgrace and ignominy. The few 
drops of negro blood in the veins of Whit- 
taker should have constituted a triple shield 
for his protection. His dusky skin should 
have insured for him an excess of kindness 
rather than of severity. In a community of 
honorable men this protection and this kind- 
ness would have been accorded. The denial 
of them at West Point shows that the stain 
of the crime of slavery still disgraces this 
country, and that its blood-red: hand rests 
heavily upon its institution of learning de- 
voted to teaching the art of war. : 


ESTABLISHING FOREIGN TRADE. 

Gov. Noyes, of Ohio, who is the United 
States Minister to Franee, has been traveling 
through ths various European and African 
States on the Mediterranean, and even fur- 
ther East into Asia. Of course he writes 
home to the Government about what he saw 
and heard, and particularly about some things 
which he did not see.and hear. While on 
the sea he traveled in a United States vessel 
of war, and he laments the absence of vessels 
afloat bearing the American flag. He tells 
the story about how frequently in former 
days that flag was seen in all the ports of 
Europe, and how infrequently it is now met 
with in the same ports. The Minister is 
therefore moved to represent to his Gov- 
ernment that all that is needed to re- 
store the flag to its original frequency 
in foreign waters is a large subsidy by 
Congress to all vessels who will carry it. 
The fact that this letter is taken from the 
files of the State Department and published 
suggests that if not originally written it is 
published in the interest of the subsidy hunt- 
ers and seekers who throng the lobbies. af 
Congress. 

Governor or Minister Noyes tells his Goverri* 
ment of the high respect which the people of 
all these foreign lands have for the United 
States: how delighted they would be to pur- 
chase American productions; how they pre- 
fer and admire the works of American labor 
and genius; how gratified they would be to 
welcome American merchantmen in all their 
ports, and how disagreeable it is for them to 
purchase American goods from France and 
England, and, overwhelmed with this gush- 
ing evidence of fraternity, the kind Minister 
writes home that Congress ought to vote all 
the subsidies which are necessary to reéstab- 
lish trade with all these admiring nations. 

Of course Minister Noyes never asked 
himself why the A can flag, borne by 
American merchantmen, is so seldom seen 
in foreign ports. Had he done soit might 
have suggested to him to ask why it was so 
seldom seen on vessels engaged in the for- 
eign trade in the ports of the United States. 
Why is the American flag, on an American 
vessel engaged in the foreign trade, almost 
as great a stranger in the port of New York 
as it is in the ports of Sicily? The American 
sailing-vessel engaged in the foreign trade 
has been driven out of existence by the gen- 
eral adoption of steam, and by the taxation 
which forbids their building. American 
steamship-construction has been practically 
prohibited by tariff-taxation. Every country 
in Europe and in every other part of the 
world except the United States Is at liberty 
to buy vessels and sail them under its own 
flag. There are many steamers now on the 
ocean owned in whole or in part by Ameri- 
can citizens which, though practically 
American vessels, are not allowed to carry 
the American flag nor be registered as Amer- 
ican ships. We have by our strange and ex- 
traordinary adherence to antediluvian theo- 
ries and prejudices prohibited the building 
and construction of American ships and 
steamers for the foreign trade, and prohib- 
ited their purchase and use as American ves- 
sels, Under these circumstances, the absence 
of ships bearing the American flag in foreign 
ports ought not to havé been surprising to 
the American Minister, and had he, in his 
recommendations to his Government, advised 
the repeal of our restrictive and prohtbitory 
Navigation laws, preserved only by the United 
States and Spain, he would have shown him- 
self to be in sympathy with the énlighten- 
ment of the age. 

Our good Minister seems also to have over- 
looked something else which has an im- 
portant bearing upon trade with foreign 
countries. The United States eannot expect 
to carry on an export trade exclusively, 
Trade consists in an exchange of ¢ommodi- 
ties; when we sell, we must also buy; when 
we sell goods we expect to get as much for 
them as We can; when We buy we expect to 
get the most we can for our money. Foreign 
countries are able to buy of us in the propor- 
tion that they can sell of their own produe- 
tions. Unless American exports can be 
sold as cheap in foreign ports as 
Uke commodities from other countries 
are sold ere, then there is no hope of sell. 
ing our goods in such ports. In man- 
nef, if the United States levy such duties or 
taxes upon . 


ities enol obtainable elsewhere, and at 
same time prohibit the importation of pro 


ductions of other lands, there ought to be no 


difficulty, even to a Minister, in understand- 
ing why we have no trade with such coun- 
tries. Prohibited by the high cost of produc- 
tion from exporting, and prohibited by the high 
duties from importing, there is nothing for 
us to sell or to buy, and just what business 
our ships would do, even if we had them, in 
such a state of trade can hardly be under- 
stood. Now if Gov. Noyes had s 

that all American duties on pro- 
duced or manufactured by the peuple in all 
the Mediterranean States be reduced to a min- 
imum, and that the American tariff | 
be so reduced that the cost of producing 
American manufactures would be so dimin- 
ished that they could be sold everywhere 
cheaper than like goods of French or En- 
glish make, then there would be in time 
such anexchangé of commodities as would 
amount to a “trade”; a trade being es 
tablished, and the American people al- 
lowed the privilege enjoyed by all other peo- 
ple, of providing themselves with ships and 
steamers for the foreign trade, then our M 
isters traveling abroad would not be sh 

by the absence of the American flag in for- 
eign ports. ? 

But this natural and rational plea to es- 
tablish a National trade and exchange of 
commodities with all parts of the world is 
rejected, and the statesmanship of the day 
falls back upon plaudits for the “old flag,” 
and begs an appropriation to support a trade 


which the law practically prohibits. 
————— — 


Ma. James Crows, well known as a close 


reasoner on the physics of our globe, and the 
author of Climate and Time,“ calis attention 
in Nature to the importance of obtaining a more 
accurate knowledge than we now possess in re- 
gard to the temperature of the interplanetary 
space. The actual zero of heat has been ascer- 
tained, by reference of the thermal expansion 
of gases, to be 493 Fahrenheit degrees below the 
melting point for icd, and the researches of 
Herschel and Pouillet bave led to the conclusion | 
that the temperature of space is about 222 de- 
grees above the truezero. If this be so, then 
our globe is nearly as much indebted to the stars 
as to the sun for their light, which is scarcely 
tenable. If the heat of the stars be 
as feeble as their light, space cannot be 
much above zero; and it would appear 
probable that the temperature of the space 
through which the earth moves is not more than 
100 degrees above the true nothing point of 
heat. The question is really one of great scien- 
tific interest. For instance: it is known that 
the North Atlantic Ocean receives from the 
Gulf Stream about a quarter as much heat as 
from the sun, but we do not know how much 
this raises the temperature of the Atlantic. The 
absolute temperature is t 517 degrees (56 of 
the scale), which is derived from three sources— 
namely: from the sun, the stars, and the Gulf 
Stream; but how much f either one is at 
present a mystery. Again, the estimate of effect 
due to change in the earth’s distance from the 
sun with varying eccentricity of the orbit would 
be comparatively easy if the temperature of 
space were known, and this would shed 
much light upon the relation between 


glacial epochs and astronomical phenomena. | 


It may be that some other method of dealing 
with the problem can be devised than those fol- 
lowed by the two distinguished physicists above 
referred to. It is approximately half a century 
since their conclusions were arrived at, and the 
science of physical investigation has made 
enormous progress since then; establishing, by 
the way, some truths which are scarcely in har- 
mony with the data assumed by the early rea- 
soners on the subject. The way is open for some 


physicist to devise and carry out a series of ex- | 


periments in this direction equally brilliant and 


conclusive with those of Rosetti for determin- | 


ing the effective temperature of the sun. A 
knowledge of his actual temperature is yet in 
abeyance, awaiting the clearing upof the igno- 
rance which now prevails in regard to the tem- 
perature of space.

THE DEFENDER OF ORTON. 


Death of the Noted Dr. Kenealy—His 
Remarkable Skill in the Great Tich- 
borne Trial—Disbarred and Elected 
to Parliament. 

New York Times, April 17. 

A dispatch from London announces that 
Dr. Edward Vaughan Hyde Kenealy died 
suddenly at his residence in that city yester- 
day morning, at the age of 61, Dr. Kenealy 
will be chiefly remembered as the man who 
represented Arthur Orton, the Claimant, in 
the famous Tichborne trial, which gained 
such world-wide notoriety nine years ago. 
Dr. Kenealy was born in Cork, Ireland, in 
1819, and received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin. During his collegiate 
course, his favorit study was the classics, 
and he .ttained 8 proficiency in writing 

speaking e dead languages. He 
also took great interest in literature, 
and in his younger days contributed some 
very creditable articles to Fraser’s and other 
magazines. When quite a young man he 
removed to London, and began studyi 
the English Bar, to which he was admitted 
in 1847, when 28 years of age. Three years 
later, in my 1850, he was arrested for cruelly 
beating an illegitimate son, and sentenced to 
one month in the Queen’s Prison. The Jad 

in pass sentence, said it had been prov 

that Dr. Kenealy was punishi the boy for 

or cause, but his temper got the best of 

iim, and he must suffer the consequences. 
This seems to have been the great trouble 
with him during his entire life. His ungov- 
ernable temper practically made a madman 
of him at — — and turned what might have 
been a singularly able career of usefulness 
into a life of constant trouble and ultimate 
failure. 

Until Dr. Kenealy sprang into notoriety. 
by engaging in the famous Tichborne trial, 
very little of his career ts known or worth 
recording. After twenty-one years’ practice 
at the Bar, he was made Queen’s Counsel in 
1868, and soon after became a Bencher of 
Gray’s Inn. It was in 1871 that the suit of 
Arthur Orton, who claimed to be Sir Roger 
Tiehborne, was begun, to gain session of 
the Tichborne estates of England, which 
were then worth £34,000 a year, and then Dr. 
Kenealy became known as the Claimant’s 
Counsel the world over. The trialof this 
remarkable suit lasted 108 days, and Dr. 
— displayed in its prosecution an 
amount of enerky, ingenuity, and legal skill 
which made him famous. The Claimant, 

however, was nonsuit and April 23, 1873, 
he was placed on trial for perjury. This 
criminal suit lasted ten months, until Feb. 
23, 1874, and Dr. Kenealy defended his client 
with the same energy which he had 
formerly displayed in fighting for the 
Tichborne estates. His argument for the 
defense lasted twenty days, and in delivering 
it he gave free vent to his passion, launching 
invectives inst the opposing counsel with- 
out stint. ad he paused here it would have 
been better possibly for his client cer- 
tainly for himself. But he allowed himself 
to be drawn into an altercation with Chief- 
Justice Cockburn on the Bench, and persisted 
in having the last word, to the scandal of the 
Court, and, as it afterward proved, to his own 
destruction as a practitioner. The Claimant 
was convicted, and sentenced to penal servi- 
tude fora term of fourteen years, and his 
counsel left the court-room breathing ven- 
geance against the Justices, the lawyers, and 
all concerned, | 

The lower classes of the populace were 
strong believers in the genuineness of Orton’s 
claims, and looked upon him as a martyr to 
the aristocracy. Outof this feeling Dr. Kenealy 
sought to make capital, alike for his client 
and himself. The expenses of the trial had 
been paid by popular subscriptions, and now 
Dr. Kenealy began the publication of a weekly 
newspaper, which he called the Englishman, 
and which was eagerly purch by those 
who had espoused the cause of the Claimant. 
The journal was devoted principally w the 
abuse of Chief Justice Cockburn, of the 
lawyers who had opposed Orton, and of the 
jury which had convicted him. Dr. Kenealy 
also traveled over the country, lecturing on 
the wrongs of himself and the Claimant, and 
adverti his paper. The result of this 
course might have been foreseen, and very 

ssibly. was deliberately planned. The 

— of Gray’s Inn were scandalized, 

and they held conferences on the wisest 

course to 8 toward their violent com- 
panion. he end of the matter was, that on 
the Ist of August, 1874, the Bench decided to 
deprive him of his Benchship, and warned 
him that if he continued to publish his arti- 
cles against the authorities in the English- 
cman, ey would disbar him. Tothis warning 
the tor paid no heed, but launched de- 
tiance at Gray’s Inn. The Benchers were as 

as their word. On Dec. 2 they disbarred 

im, and on the followi day rd High 
Chancellor Cairns removed his name from 
the list of Queen’s Counsel. He was now 
oi mongypeoe without any means of making a 

iving, except by his newspaper, and he 
gan to appeal to popular sympathy with his 
new grievance with powerful effect. Mass- 
meetings were held in Hyde Park to protest 
against the action of the Benchers, and to de- 
nounce Chief- Justice Cockburn and the other 
‘‘eonspirators,”’ and at one of these meetings 
the Chief-Justice was burned in effigy. Dr. 
Kenealy announced himself a candidate for 
Parliament, and ran for Stoke-upon-Trent, 
against one of the Tichborne “~~ and a 
third candidate. He was elected Feb. 16, 
1875, by 2,000 majority over both his oppo- 
nents, and the adherents of the Claimant 
throughout the United Kingdom celebrated 
the event with bonfires and rejoicings. 

Two days later Dr. Kenealy took his seat 
in the House of Commons. tis the custom 
of the House to have new members intro- 
duced by two of the old members, and when 
Dr. Kenealy walked in alone, with his 
peculiarly independent stride, the Speaker 
refused to recognize him. He attempted to 
argue the matter, but was finally prevailed 
on to withdraw until the House could de- 
cide upon what course to pursue.’ After 
some debate, it was agreed to seat him with- 
out formal introduction, and he carried his 
point. He sat in Parliament untilits dissolu- 
and last month, but during. his term he did 
but little to call public attention to him after 
the first few months. He presented a petition 
to the House in behalf of the Tichborne 
Claimant, April 23, 1875, and movedffor a com- 
mission to go over and review all the circum- 
stances of the trial. The vote on this motion 
was Dr. Kenealy and Mr. Whalley, who sec- 
onded it, in the affirmative, to 434 in the neg- 
ative. Such a decided rebuff as this seems 
to have taken all the ambition out of the 
Doctor, and, except in a few personal en- 
counters on the floor, the name of Kenealy 
was seldom found in the Parliamentary rec- 
ords afterward. He ran fora second term 
before his old constituency on Friday, April 
2, of the present year, but the magic of his 
name was gone, and he was defeated by an 
overwhelming majority, polling only 1,001 
votes out of a total of over 12,000,

Judge Tuley Decides the Republic 
Life Dead in Law, 


With Some Interesting Dicta Regarding 
Bankrupt Corporations, 


— 


All the Testimony in in the post 
and Mail“ Case.

THE REPUBLIC LIFR. 

Judge Tuley yesterday afternoon decided 
the motion of the complainant in the case of 
T. B. Needles, Auditor, vs. The Republic 
Life-Insuranee Pompany to set the case 
down for final hearing on the question of a 
perpetual injunction and a dissolution of the 
Company. A créss-motion was made to dis- 
miss the bill for want of. jurisdiction and for 
various other reasons, and the argument in- 
volved the whole legal merits of the case. 

The Judge said the question which lay at 
the foundation of the case was the constitu- 
tionality of the act of 1874, providing for the 
dissolution ‘of life-imsurance companies. 
The defendant contended it was un- 
constitutional, because it impaired the 
obligation of the charter contract. 


That the Companp, having a charter right to 
live for fifty veara, could go on unless such 
“es was forfeltefl either by express or im- 
lied conditions of the charter, or for causes 
now to the law at the time of the incor- 
poration.

The Judge thought the 
causes of forfeiture alleged in the petition 
were not new causes of forfeiture, so that 
the Legislature was without power to im- 
pose them. Private corporations were only 
the creatures of public eet fy The Legisla- 
ture when it incorporated: life-insurance 
companies was presumed to have a public 
purpose to accomplish, and the expectation 
of benefit to the public in such a case was the 
moving consideration to the State. That 
was then the consideration received by the 
State. For that consideration the Govern- 
ment stipulated with the incorporators that 
the Company should continue for the time 
limited, ete., and that its corporate wers 
should not be subsequently impai The 
obligation of a contract which could not be 
impaired was the law which bound the parties 
to perform their agreement governing in 
every shape, whether affec the validity, 
construction, or discharge of contract. 

The present contract between the State 
and the Company was not an absolute con- 
tract, but had the implied conditions 
that it should exercise its functions 
and privileges according to the grant, 

rform business for whieh 

t was created, and do no act to incur a for- 
feiture of its charter, subject at all times, 
however, to operation of all laws made 
or to be made for the general government of 
citizens. A natural person could do any- 
thing not prohibited by law, a compan sould 
only do what was permitted. hile the 
franchises, ete., granted to a corporation 
could not be diminished or impaired without 
the consent of the grantees, still it was not 
part of the charter that the corporation 
should be allowed to so use its privileges as 
to injure other citizensin their rights.

question was only declaratory of the implied 
condition. Some Courts had held the mere 
act of cessation to ber tantamount to a sur- 
render of the franchises, though in Illinois 
there must be a judicial determination of 
such fact. Ifa corporation had practically 
forfeited its privileges, it could not, after 
proceedings begun nst it, resume again, 
so as to avoid forfeiture. 

The power of the Auditor to begin pro- 
ceedings to wind upa company, whenever 
he deemed it hazardous to the insured or 
public to have it continue longer in busi- 
ness, was only an inquisitorial one. A 
court might or might not grant an injunc- 
tion. When a forfeiture of a charter was to 
be inquired into, there must be some mode 
of proceeding to ascertain whether there had 
been a forfeiture. Even if a temporary in- 
junction interfered with the company’s right 
to carry on its business, it was not illegal, 
considering the — of the statute to pre- 
vent the evils resulting from a corporation’s 
violation of its charter. It had been held 
that insolvency was no ground of forfeiture, 
butif coupled with the insolvency was proof 
the corporation was incapable of exercising 
its privileges or could not fulfill its objects 
there was good ground for forfeiture. Even 
if insolvency were not ground of forfeiture 
when the charter was granted it ‘could be 
made so afterward if made so under a gen- 
eral law applicable to all corporations of the 
same class.

wer, if an individual were carrying on the 
ife-insurance business, to subject him to the 
operation of the insolvent laws if he became 
unable to go on in business, and by analogy 
it would have the same right with a corpora- 
tion.

An objection was made that the statute in 
question impaired the obligation of the con- 
tracts of insurance made prior to its passage 
in 1874, by taking awayfrom the Company

to have done so witha knowledge of the 
liability of the corporation to be subjected to 
legislation of such a character.

$3,500 more to pay import duties. 
plainant demurred, on the ground thatit was 
agreed to limit the capital to $6,000, but 
finally yielded and signed a judgment note 
for $3,500 made by firm to one I. H. 
Beers, who was to advance the money on it. 
The s were then taken out of the Cus- 
tom-House, business opened, and an exceed- 
ingly good run of trade secured. The 
profits were from 100 to 300 per cent over all 
expenses, and it is claimed the firm has made 
over $14,000 clear. Warner has always kept 
a close charge over the books of ac- 
count and ecash-drawer, and has kept 
the latter so low there was not 
even enough left to make change. 
During the past few months divers small 
articles of great value have, from time to 
time, disappeared from the store, but Warner 
accounted for them by say they were 
sold. Then the latter began insinuating the 
firm was losing business, and offered to buy 
complainant out. Spooner then began mak- 
ing inquiries and investigations, he now 
charges that Warner’s representations are 
false; that he has been largely overdrawing 
his account, as well as carrying off goods 
from the store worth $1,000; that the firm 
is doing a very profitable business, but that 
Warner is speculating on the Board of Trade 
and in bucket-shops, and is likely to become 
insolvent. Spooner, therefore, asks for the 
immediate appointment of a Receiver, for 
an accounting, and the closing up of the af- 
fairs of the firm.

SCHOONER M. E. PEREW ASHORE. 

A dispatch was received yesterday by Capt. 
John Prindiville from Capt. Robert Stubbs, of 
the schooner Mary E. Perew, announcing that 
the vessel had stranded at Long Point Cut, Lake 
Erie, was leaking badly, and required the serv- 
ices of a tug and steam-pump. Inasmuch as the 
Perew lies in Canadian waters, the wrecking 
will have to be done by Canadian tugs, and ere 
these can reach the vessel from Detroit River 
she may suffer heavy damage.

$3,500, the Phoenix for $3,000, and the Pacific for

POISONING THE CZAR. 


Tampering with the Food on the Rus- 
sian Monarchs Dining-Table—Laxity 
of Discipline in the Winter Palace Be- 
fore the Recent Explosion. 

17. York Herald, 

Panis, April 17.— The Lanterne publishes 
a telegram from St. Petersburg, which states 
that poison was recently discovered in a dish 
on the Czar’s dining-table. [Ever since the 
attempt at the Winter Palace the internal ar- 
rangements for the safety of the Emperor 
have been under thorough revision. They 
are now completed, on the principle 
thatevery main department of the palace 
areas 2 — 8 Spare, with an offi- 

rsonauy responsible for the good order 

of his section. Before the attempt the Em- 
peror, curiously enough, w the worst 
guarded man in his Capi Nt not in his 
ominions, though no one But the Nihilists 
knew it. There was a conflict of jurisdic- 
tions, or rather a break in the line at the pal- 
ace gates. The police had absolute power 
over the city, but they had no power over the 
palace, The palace had its own police, and, 
as these suspected no dangerin that quar- 
ter, they were very lax in ir administra- 
tion. e danger came from the servants, 
and not from the upper members of the 
household, as was reported. There are 
several hundreds of domestics in the place, 
and till the other day many of these 

had hangers-on from the outside, who did 

their work in return for board and lod 

within the palace. Those who had no 
enough work to shirk took pay for the ac- 
commodation, and sublet their rooms. Thus 
the beginning of domestic trouble for the 

Czar was when the man in his garret took in 

alodger. The place is so vast that without 

special attention a new inmate excites hardly 
more attention than a new sparrow. The 
city police had no right of question and the 

— domesties no interest in making a 

uss. They winked at each other's faults. 

It was here fellow-servant and there fel- 

low-servant, and all in the livery.” The 

place has thus many inmates little above the 
class of tramps or vagrants, who could 
give no account of themselves. An inquiry 
made immediately after the explosion 
showed that over a hundred of these 
were without even the R which 
is indispensable to 2 ult in Russia.

officer in the city, was sent for, and received 

a sharp wigging from the Emperor. The 

General said he was powerless within the

im. He immediately arrested the court 

official who was nominally responsible for 
the safety of the Czar; but the victim, being 
an old and valued friend of the Emperor, was 
as quickly released. This gave rise to the 
absurd report of arrests within the court 
cirele for complicity with Nihilism. There 
was nothing of the sort. There was only a 
good deal of complicity with muddle-headed 
disorder. The interlopers and hangers-on 
from the outside were exposed to all the 
risk of political disaffection. They were 
poor and they had no certainty of keeping 
their places. The first note of alarm was 
given by the discovery of arevolutionary proc- 
lamation in the blotting-pad of the Emperor. 
It was, perhaps, natural to suppose that it 
had been plac there by some high func- 
tionary; but it is now almost a matt of ab- 
solute certainty the true delinquent was 
some carrier of coals who had found his 
way into the room in the course of his tem- 
porary service. The palace was a city, self- 
dependent in regard to all the wants of a 
city. Every species of establishment usually 
found in a city was to be found there. The 
huge place sufficed for its own needs not 
only in churches, bakeries, printing-offices, 
and the like, but even in the provision for the 
lowest and most degrading pleasures. The 
inquiry that followed the explosion must 
form in its entirety one of the most curious 
revelations in the history of court life.] 


WILL WITHDRAW, 

San Francisco, April 20.—The Sacra- 
mento Savings Bank has determined to with- 
draw from business. The bank is prosper- 
ous, and will pay the depositors every dollar 
due, with a 6 per cent dividend, and an extra 
dividend of four anda half cents on the re- 
serve fund. The sole cause of the with- 
drawal is the conviction. of the management 
that the new Constitution and Revenue law 
will nearly ruin its business by imposing 
double taxation. It is to be succeeded by a 
bank under the general law, under the same 
management, which will act as agent of the 
depositors, and guarantee security, in which 
form mortgages will be assessed against the 
customer only. 


The Russian State Executioner. 

There is Dut one State executioner in Russia, 
and he is a pardoned malefactor named Froloff, 
who committed three successive murders, and 
was condemned to penal servitude for life, 
When, however, revolutionary successes ren- 
dered the services of an Imperial hangman in- 
dispensable to the Ministry of Justice, Froloff 
volunteered for the office on condition that an 
amnesty for his past misdeeds should be granted 
tohim. His er was accepted, and for some 
time past he h been a busy man. For every 
„function bs receives forty siver rubles— 
about $30—from the Russian Exchequer; but 
that official fee by no means represents his total 
emolument, for he is permitted to trade upon 
the superstition still current in tussian soctety 
respecting the luek conferred > ae gumesters 
by the possession of a morsel of the rope with 
which a human being has been strangled, either 
by the hand of justice or by hisown. Imme- 
diately after young Mladetzky had been — 8 
only the other day, Froloff was surrounded by 
members of the Russian jeunesse dorée, eager 
to purchase scraps of the fatal noose; and he 
disposed of several dozen such talismans at 
from three to five rubles apiece, observing, 
with cynical complacency, when he had sold his 
last remnant, that he hoped the Nihilists would 
yet bring him in plenty of money.’

They do not face the road, but are 
built “ end-to,” as the sailors say. The first 
cabin lay below the level of the road. 1 think 
I have used the phrase long, low cottage ”’ 
before; but aps the words did not cor- 
rectly convey my meaning. So I shall be 
more explicit. he thatch of this house 
reached only to my shoulder,—about four 
feet six inches, say, not more,—from the end 
of the hovel near the street to the door. The 
door was not four feet high: This was the 
only door to the house. Of course, you 
must stoop to get through it. The dark and 
smoke-stained room that you thus enter 
is about thirteen feet by eleven feet, The 
end of the room to the left of the 
door is a stable with a cow in it; the floor is 
of slippery mud; a wooden cradle rudely 
made 4 near the fire; there is an infant in 
it—covered with rags and an old greatcoat. 
Four rude wooden chairs and a couple of 
home-made stools, a wooden dresser opposit 
the door with a few plates and dishes in it, 
and an iron pot on the floor complete the 
scanty furpiture of the dwelling. There is 
no window, except one two feet by one; the 
room is dark; all the [Irish cabins are dark. 
In all weather the door is kept open to let in 
light and fresh air. Near the fireplace there 
is the usual niche in the wall called the col- 
ligh; it holds a bed, and “the men of the 
house occupy it.” It is the most comfort- 
able.“ A small pitch-dark inner room, noth- 
ing in it but two rough beds with straw on 
them to lie on, and a_few old potato-bags to 
cover the children! There was a peat fire in 
this cabin, and this hovel was one of the best 
in the hamlet! . 

There were other hovels smaller in size. 
In one of them a sick man lay on a bed of 
rags near the fireplace. There was a little 
peat fire on the hearth. Around it crouched 
three little children. A peasant woman with 
an unwrinkled face—she was 45 or there- 
about- held an infant elad in rags in her 
arms. I had never seen & woman of that 
ageina cabin with a smooth face and a 
pleasant expression before. She was born 
deaf and dumb, sor!“ said the man, and 
she hasn’t had the hardship of the others.“ 
Two of the children sat around a pot. It 
had amess of porridge in it—Indian meal 
with a little salt to season it. One old woin- 
an (she was 60 years old) would not look. 
up at us. She sat squatted on her haunches 
and hid her face with her soiled and wrinkled 
hands. The man: pleaded with the priest for 
a blanket. e I don't mind it for the rest of 
us, but for the ould woman.” She was his 
mother-in-law. 

: WRETCHED HOMES. 

There were still more dreadful scenes in 
the other cabins. I know no farmer in the 
East or West who keeps his cattle in such 
foul stables. And vet children, and infants, 
and mothers, and stalwart workingmen—not 
beggars, but honest fellows willing and eager 
to work—have been born, and reared, and 
married in these dreadful dens, none of 
them having any other floors save the cold 
black earth: none of them having windows 
larger than two feet by eighteen inches; and 
nearly all of them having cows, or horses, or 
donkeys in the same room,—undivided by 
either a stone wall or a partition of any 
kind. Heaps of oozing muck at the doors! 
The last cabin filled me with dismay. It was 
dark, dirty, and small. There were 
little heaps of what is called“ bog deal,” 
and furze,as fuel, and a little peat fire. 
Bog deal“ is the roots of ancient fir trees 
that have been preserved in the moist bogs. 
No one remembers when the fir trees grew. 
They disappeared a generation ago. An old 
woman—at least 70 years öld—with white 
hair, discoloped by the smoke of the cabin, 
and clad in foul rags, with her bare feet on 
the wet floor, haggard and hideous from 
want, sat on an old rickety chair, and told 
me she had been twice married,—once to a 
man named conway. once to a man named 
Flynn, and that she had two sons, one by 
each husband, in the United States. They 
had not written to her for years, she said, 
but had left her, in her decrepit age, to beg 
alms or to starve. One of these sons lives in 
Scranton, the other in Philadelphia. Her 
granddaughter, a beautiful young girl of 

or j was working with a 
spade in e garden, There are very 
few giris with refined features and an in- 
telligent expression in these hovels. But it is 

athetic to meet a girl such as this girl, who, 
f born in America and educated in our pub- 
lic schools, would in all human probability 
have become the honored and admired 
mother of a wealthy home. This girl's 
beauty would almost have guaranteed her 
that rank in America. Twenty years hence 
if she lives here, she will be ugly and 
wrinkled like the rest. 

On Sunday I saw an old woman and an 
old man, with their young son, sitting around 
a basket, the lid of which, inverted, held 
their Sunday dinner. There was a saucer in 
it. It held salt water—common salt dissolved. 
The rest of the meal consisted of cold pota- 
toes; that was all. I recalled it as I saw the 
little children of one of these hovels crowded 
around the pot with the cold Indian meal 
porridge. 

When I went back to the hotel a Castlebar 
banker told me that “there was far less dis- 
tress than was talked about, and that Ireland 
had never-been better off!“

BEEF FOR ENGLAND. 


The Australian vs. the American Sup- 
ply. 
New York Times. 

Our export trade in fresh beef must sooner 
or later encounter a formidable competition 
from Australia. New York is 3,000 miles 
from London, while Sydney, by the Suez 
route, is about 12,000; but Australia’s ad- 
vantage of cheaper production more than 
outweighs the greater cost of transportation. 
The facts necessary forzeomparison can be 
very briefly stated. Beef can be purchased 
at Sydney for 4 cents a pound, and it costs 
4cents a pound to shipitto London. Good 
beef is now selling in this city for shipment 
at from 9% to 10‘¢ cents a pound. By the 
time it reaches the London market, there- 
fore, it has cost from 3 to 4 cents 
per pound more than Australian meat, 
This very considerable margin makes all 
the difference between holding the market 
and being driven out of it, the only doubtful 
factor being Australia’s ability to supply the 
demand, in quantity and quality, ‘The habit 
of treating Australia as an island leads to a 
very general underestimate of her impor- 
tance among the continents of the earth. It 
should be borne in mind that her area of 
3.000, 000 square miles makes her the equal of 
the United States in geographical extent, 
leaving our distant possession of Alaska out 
of the count. Her mild climate and vast, 
fertile pastures make wool-growing and cat- 
tle-raising her most profitable industries. In 
the four Colonies of Queensland, New South 
Wales, Victoria, and South Australia there 
were at the end of the year 1878, 6,141,749 head 
of cattle and 45,288,606 sheep. Taking one-fifth 
—the usual average—of these cattle as suit- 
able for fattening purposes, we have a mill- 
jon and a quarter, or, making a further allow- 
ance for animals failing below the standard, 
a round million, of fat beeves yearly. About 
three-quarters of these would required for 
home c@hsumption, and 50,000 more for the 
trade in canned meats, leaving for export 
200,000 head. At 750 pounds per head, this 
gives Engiand a possible meat supply of 
150,000,000 pounds vearly from Australia, or 
three times as much as was shipped from 
this port during the year 1879. It is stated, 
too, that under the encouragement of a brisk 
foreign trade this production could be great- 
ly increased. The price at which beef is sold 
for shipment in Sydney—from three and one- 
half to four and one-half cents per pound—is 
far below the ruling quotations in this city, 
where good beef is pretty steady at 10 cents. 

The practicability of supplying the London 
market from the antipodes was dem- 
onstrated by the successful voyage of the 
steamer Strathleven. The vessel left Syd- 
ney Dec. 7 with thirty-four tons of meat, the 
careases ot seventy bullocks, and 500 sheep, 
and - arrived in the Thames on Feb. 2 of the 
present year. The meat had been kept ina 
refrigerating chamber, at a temperature 
ranging from 9 deg. to 27 deg. above zero, 
and on being unpacked it was found to be in 
excellent condition, though some good 
judges of the “ roast beef of old England“ 
found the refrigeratéd article somewhat de- 
ficientin flavor when cooked. The cargo 
was readily disposed of, however, at a good 
2 The price of beef of fair quality in 

ondon is about 16 cents a pound, which, it 
will be seen, allows a profit of 100 
per cent on Australian im porta- 
tions. It would be strange if the 
success of the Strathleven’s experimental 
voyage, and the discussion of the question in 
all its bearings in which the London news- 
papers are ** now engaged, failed to at- 
tract British capital into this most enticin 
channel. The benefits to Australia woul 
be enormous, and, of course, England would 
rather enrich her own colony than the cattle- 
raisers of the West. In times past, Austra- 
lian breeders have raised cattle for the hides 
and tallow, and sheep have been a drug in 
the market at sixpence ahead, while English 
cotton goods and cutlery have@een the lux- 
uries of the rich. England wants Australia’s 
fat beeves, and can pay for them with her 
exports. No more favorable conditions for a 
great and permanent trade could exist. The 
capabilities of the situation will not remain 
long untried. 

Our hope of retaining at least a share of 
the English market rests on the quality of 
our beef. We send a great deal of X 
meat across the Atlantic, and much that is of 
an inferior grade. The average quality of 
Australian beef, which is entirely grass-fed, 
is probably somewhat higher than that of the 
eargoes which are shipped from this port, 

but this is owing to its remarkable evenness 
and the absence of poor meat. But no Aus- 
} tralian breeder can hope ever to raise beef 
so fine, tender, savory, and nourishing as the 
prime cuts from corn-fed Durham steers 
raised in Kentucky, Lilinois, and Ohio. Amer- 
ica is secure of the monopoly of the trade in 
high-class beef, such as the rich or well-to- 
do Englishman must constantly have for 
his table. In respect to the less desirable 
grades, coming mostly from Virginigz, Indi- 
ana, and the mountainous regions of Ken- 
tucky, she will probably have to give way to 
Australia, unless a very material reduction 
in the cost of raising can be effected. English 
authorities maintain that the importation of 
meat from America and Australia does not 
threaten to ruin the cattfe-raising English 
farmer. The only marked effect will be such 
a lowering of prices as will vastly increase 
the consumption. The English operative or 
laborer can now afford meat but once or 
twice a week, If large Australian importa- 
tions lower the price one-third, beef and mut- 
ton will be eaten daily in hundreds of thou- 
sands of families where it is now a compara- 
tive luxury. As often as thereis, forany rea- 
son, a sudden fall in prices, the coster- 
mongers appear in the stalls and buy large- 
ly, finding a ready market among the fami- 
lies of the narrow streets and alleys. The 
English cattle-breeder raises prime beef, and 
the grass-fed bullocks of Australia would 
never suit the delicate palates of the con- 
sumers who make up his market. It is cer- 
tain, however, that he suffers when tne 
American producer steps in with his choice 
corn-fed Western steers. There is seemingly 
no obstacle to the steady growth of our ex- 
port trade in this class of beef, which goes 
to the discriminating markets of London, 
Liverpool, and Glasgow; we must expect to 
lose the trade in coarser qualities, such as 
are now sent to Hull for distribution in 
Yorkshire and the North of England, as 
soon as exportation from Australia shall 
have become established.

Continuation of the Trial of the 
Well- Known Banker. 


One of the Government Witnesses 
Seems to Have a Bad Memory. 


The Greenebaum trial was resumed yester- 
day morning in the presence of a numerous 
audience, before Judge Blodgett, in the 
United States District Court. 
ELMER WASHBURN, 

National Bank Examuner,; again took the 
Stand, and was asked in regard to the time 
when the Hart note was taken out of the 
bank. He found the proper entry, where- 
upon Mr. Swett objected to the proposed 
evidence as incompetent. Col. Jiissen prom- 
ised to connect matters, and the Court over- 
ruled the objection. The witness read the 
entry, which was of date Nov. 15, 1877, and 
testified that Greenebaum had first called his 
attention to it and to another entry showing 
with what he had replaced it. The last- 
named entry was that in the discount 
register of Greenebaum’s $25,350 note, 
dated Nov. 13, 1877, replacing the 
Hart note. Hart Bros., witness con- 
tinued, were perfectly responsible 
for that $20,000 note. In answer to another 
question, over which there was considerable 
objection and argument, the witness said 
there were a great many irregularities in the 
books, but for what purpose he did not 
know. 

“What were they?“ asked Col. Jfissen. 

Mr. Swett sprang another objection. All 
the counts for embezzlement, in his opinion, 
were bad, in that they charged an open, 
plain transaction, and then charged the de- 
fendant with making a bad trade. That was 
not embezzlement, because there was an 
utter absence of the secrecy and conceal- 
ment that attached to embezzlement. 

The Court said he would let in any testi- 
mony bearing on the charges in the indict- 
ment as it stood, and the argument of a gen- 
eral objection of this sort would come in aft- 
erwards. 

Col. Jüssen assured Mr. Swett that the se- 
crecy and concealment would be fully shown, 
A moment later he brought out a partof it 
when the witness, in answer to the question 
giving rise to the objection, stated that there 
were two irregularities in connection with 
this transaction: the Hart Bros.’ note was 
ae 1 nor was their call loan regis- 

red. 

The witness was next examined upon the 
third count, charging Greenebaum with em- 
bezzling $15,000, an  megeonge es his note 
therefor, and 2 as collateral 100 
shares of Cutlery Company stock and sixty- 
nine shares of Staats-Zeitung stock, The 
witness testified to an entry covering this 
transaction, and stated that Greenebaum had 
shown him the note, explaining what it was 
for. The collaterals were sold for $3,115— 
the Cutlery Company stock for $1,183, and the 
Staats-Zeitung stock for $1,982. 

The fourth count, charging the embezzle 
ment of $15,188 of the funds of the bank, 
brought forth another formal objection from 
Mr. Swett that embezzlement could 
not be proved by an open system 
of _ bookkeeping. The witness, in re 
sponse to Col. Jiissen’s questions, took 
another look at the books and 
found an overdraft, Dec, 6, 1877, of $6,787 
and $15,188. Greenebaum, in explanation, 
had admitted to witness that these amounts 
were made up of various items carried along 
on tickets, eto, as cash. At the time the 
bank failed, Greenebaum’s individual in- 
debtedness was $62,525: that of Henry 
Greenebaum & Co., $30,773; that of Greene- 
baum Bros. & Co., $12.544; and that of Henry 
& David S. Greenebaum, $26,048. Besides 
this, at the time the bank suspended it held 
Sarah Greenebaum’s note for $13,000, in- 
dorsed by Henry Greenebaum. Witness 
further testified—this belonged to the sixth 
count—that the German National Bank, Dec. 
1, 1877, remitted to Greenebaum Bros. & Co., 
New York, two drafts of $7,500 each, made 
by Henry Greenebaum & Co. on 
Greenebaum Bros. & Co. The drafts were 
discounted by the German Nasional. Subse- 
quently they were returned the German 
National unpaid. There was another draft 


of same date for $5,000, drawn by the Ger- 


man National.on the Metropolitan National, 
New York, and sent to Greenebaum Bros. & 
Co., New York. This draft was paid to 
Gre@nebaum Bros. & Co., who, as previously 
stated, were indebted to the bank some 
$12,000 at the time it failed. 

Jumping to the ninth count, Col. Jüssen 
asked the witness to state what he knew 
about the Hoyne draft for $20,000 on W. B. 
Maclay, of New York, and payable to Henry 
Greenebaum, as President. Witness said 
he had ascertained the facts regarding 
it from the books and from Greenebaum’s 
admissions, though as to the latter he was 
unable to 1 them from what others 
had told him in reference to the matter. 
Leaving this subject to be brought out by 
succeeding witnesses, Col. Jiissen passed on 
to the eleventh count, charging willful mis 
application, Oct. 5, 1877. of $884 by lending it 
to Michael Greenebaum, agent,“ and tak- 
ing asa pretended security the latter’s worth- 
less note for $900. The proper entry was 
found and duly pointed out, as well as sim 
lar entries for the half dozen suce@eding and 

recisely similar transactions between Greene- 
aum and Michael Greenebaum, agent,” 
by which, it was alleged, the bank gave away 
good money and took a lot of worthless notes. 
MR. SMALL CONDUCTED THE CROSS-EXAMI- 

NATION. i 

Witness admitted that Greenebaum might 
not have been President of the Cutlery Com- 
pany since the fire of 1871, and that the 
$15,000 note of Nov. 17, 1877, was a renewal 
of an old note given in 1876. Whatever 
money it represented, therefore, went out at 
some time previous to Nov. 17, 1877, but for 
what purpose he did not know. The fact 
that the Michael Greenebaum notes were 
dated a day or two ahead didn’t suggest any- 
thing wrong, in his opinion. As far as he 
could see, however, there was nothing to 
show that any committee had ever. passed on 
these notes before they were discounted. 

The notes were now produced and offered 
in evidence, several of them showing by their 
indorsements that a portion of their face had 
been paid. Mr. Swett discovered an alarm- 
ing variation between the description of the 
notes in the indictment, as notes of the 
German National Bank of Chicago 
and their description as it appeare 
on their face, the notes of the German Na- 
tional Bank, pure and simple. On the strength 
of this discovery, Mr. Swett made another 
objection, which was promptly overruled. 
1 he promptly took another excep- 

ion. 

ABRAHAM HART, 

one of the Hart Bros., was the next wit 
ness. He recalled the $20,000 note he and his 
brother had given in October, 1876, but, to 
the best of his recollection, thought it was 
given to the bank and not to Henry and David 
S. Greenebaum. When asked to produce the 
note, he evidently threw the Government in- 
to amild spasm by declaring that it had 
been lost, mislaid, or“ somedings else.“ pe 
had hunted for it high and low, but couldn’t 
find it. Maybe it would turn up one of these 
days, however. 

Are you related to Henry Greenebaum ?” 
inquired Gen, Leake, sharply. 

“His mother and my father were brother 
and sister,” was the reply. 

In other words, you and he are cousins ?”’ 

Fes; that’s it.“ 

Mr. Swett found time to object to this par- 
ticular $20,000 note on the ground that the 
witness’ description of it didn’t agree with 
the description in the indictment. 

Col. Jüssen remarked that the witness 
merely gave his present recollection. Be- 
— —— Grand Jury he had testified very dif- 

erently. 

The witness, continuing, explained that 
the note was given at Greenebaum’s request, 
as an accommodation. Witness got it back 
in Sepiember, 1877, having come to the con- 
clusion that it was about time to withdraw 
the accommodation. During the interval the 
note had not been renewed. 
it back he tore the name out, but didn’t 
recollect that there was any indorsement on 
its back, except an indorsement of some in- 
terest, .

Some two months before 
the bank failed it was charged up by Schaff- 
ner to Greenebaum and the latter’s note 
taken in its place. He didn’t know what be- 
came of the Hart note, but did know that 
the bank never got any of the proceeds of it. 
The $15,000 Greenebaum note, secured by 
Staats-Zeitung and 8 Company stock, 
was for cash items taken by Greenebaum at 
various times. Witness had suggested to 
Greenebaum that cash shouldn’t be carried 
along in this way without security, and 
the collateral above named was taken 
as the only available security at that time. 
The $15,188 overdraft, arising in the same 
way, was charged u 
the smash. None of these cash items had 
been taken with witness’ knowledge. The 
two $7,500 drafts drawn. by Henry Greene- 
baum & Co. on Greenebaum Bros. & Co., pay- 
able to Schaffner, were not discounted, but 
credited up to Henry Greenebaum & Co., who 
drew out and were charged $15,000 and over 
onthe same day. The German National’s 
balance with the Metropolitan National, New 
York, Dee. 1, 1877, was $4,968. A $5,000 draft 
was drawn the same day by the German Na- 
tional on the Metropolitan, and sent to Greene- 
baum Bros. & Co., thus increasing the amount 
of their overdaft. The draft left the evening 
of Dec. 1, 1877, and probably reached New 
York the morning of the 3d. The Park Bank 
balance Dec. 3-5, 1877, was $4,000. A $6,000 
draft was drawn on the Park Bank by Greene- 
baum on the 3d, and remitted to Greene- 
baum Bros. & Co., who appeared to have got 
the money on it. 

Gen. Leake was proceeding to a a 
about the 520.000 draft drawn by Thos. 
Hoyne on W. B. Maclay, when Mr. Swett 
put in a ponderous objection, based on the 
ground of another variance. Maclay’s name 
was not W. B., he said, but Moses,—notori- 
ously Moses,—and the draft would never get 
in. An immediate fight was postponed until 
a messenger should return with the draft 
which was said to in the possession of 
John Harting. 

The Michael Greenebaum notes were then 
taken up, and, after worrying through an- 
other technical objection, the witness went 
on to say that Michael’s discounts were 

assed in the regular way by a committee. 
To three of them witness objected, and 
Greenebaum indorsed them in the name of 
Henry Greenebaum & Co. Michael’s total 
obligation were over 6000. Witness 
had conversations with Greenebaum before 
the failure of the bank, and objected to pay- 
ments to the various Greenebaum com- 
panies, then amounting to $200,000. Noth- 
ing came of the objection, however. The 
transfer of all this money had been made 
without his own knowledge and consent, 
and he knew of nobody in the Board of Di- 
rectors having authorized it. 

Mr. Small conducted the cross-examina- 
tion, which was largely devoted to 3 
that the $15,000 note was a renewal of ok 
notes,—not entirely on ac®umulation of 
tickets,—and that the business of the bank 
and the various Greenebaum companies was 
so perfectly immense that the dittle over- 
draft of $5,000 or such a matter now and 
then didn't cut much of a figure. In both 
8 Mr. Small succeeded only tolera- 
bly. Hedid better when the witness ad- 
mitted that he had very probably drawn that 
$6,000 draft on the Park Bank himself, whilein 
New York,—a bit of testimony which, unless 
subsequently explained away, would tend to 
upset the allegation that the draft was drawn 
here, rushed off to New York, and paid after 
the bank had failed. A debit ticket further 
refreshed the witness’ memory, until 
he was able to say that the two $7,500 drafts 
were returned here unpaid, and debited to 
Henry Greenebaum & Co. The memorandum 
further indicated a remittance from Greene- 
baum Bros. & Co. of $10,000, leaving a bal- 
ance of $5,000 to be accounted for. The rea- 
son this didn’t appear in its regular order 
was that the account current didn’t get along 
as promptly as usual just at that time; owing 
to the fact that Greenebaum Bros. & Co. had 
broken and a Receiver was in possession. 

The defense showed Mr. Day what the 
deposits were in March, 1877, and at the time 
of the failure, and were er to show 
that the German National's final demise was 
largely owing to the peculiar financial con- 
tagion which mowed down so many savings 
and other banks during that year when the 
Government objected to any testimony of 
that sort. A long argument followed, the 
question was finally withdrawn, and an ad- 
journment was taken until this morning. 


UNG WING. 


The Chinese Ambassador Expresses 
Himself to a Tribune» Correspond- 
ent. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 

WaAsHInGTON, D. C., April 19.—Mr. Yung 
Wing is the Assistant Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary from China to 
the United States, and in the absence of Chen 
Lan Pin, his superior, as at present, Mr. 
Yung Wing is the boss Chinaman representa- 
tive in this country. I met him the other 
evening at a social entertainment given by a 
member of Congress, and had a pleasant 
conversation with him in relation to matters 
that deeply affect his countrymen on the 
Pacific Slope. Yung Wing is a graduate of 
Yale College, now about 4 years of age, 
speaks the English language with a slight 
accent, but with great precision, wears no 
pig-tail, and dresses ‘with neatness and taste 
in the ordinary fashion of the day. 
1 was told by Gen. Hawley, of Connecticut, 
who introduced me, that he knew Yung 
Wing when he was in college, and that he 
stood high in or in China, being of 
the political order whichis only three re- 
moves from the Emperor. As he was in- 
clined to be communicative, he was soon 
given the opportunity to ventilate his ideas 
with reference to the subject that most in- 
terests him,—to-wit: Chinese immigration,— 
and the conversation went on after this 
fashion: 

It seems that your countrymen are the 
cause of considerable excitement just now 
on the Pacitic Slope?“ 

They are the innocent cause of some ex- 
citement, and the victimsof a great deal 
blind prejudice and injustice.”’ 

What do you imagine will be the result 
of the present agitation and the opposition to 
Chinese immigration ?” 

think that the result will be in the end 
what Dennis Kearney and his ignorant band 
of Sand-Lot agitators have declared, that 
‘the Chinaman must go.’ Just at present 
there are three Chinamen leaving this coun- 
try to one who is coming, and it looks as if 
immigration would cease entirely except as 
the tide flows back to China. Beside the 
prejudice that has already been engendered 
against my countrymen, some of the Courts 
before whom they have been arraigned have 
held the — doctrine that the Mongolians 
have no rights that your pe pie are bound to 
respect, and that your recently amended Con- 
stitution, which was intended to give men of 
all color equality before the law, does not 
extend its sheltering arms over the poor 
Chinaman. Two such decisions have alreadv 
been rendered—one in California and the 
other in New York. Your orators once 
boasted that this country was the land of the 
brave and the home of the free, and the 
asylum for the oppressed of all nations to 
flee to and find rest.“

moderately at his own witty sarcasm. Your 
correspondent admitted that the point was 
well made and tried to divert the conversa- 
a ear mes eye channel.)

A New York Lady-Killer Who Found 
His Waterloo at Newark—Love’s Ar-
